Professor wähl writes
sympathetically and with a full appre¬
ciation ot peculiar Southern conditions,
lie notes and nnnlyitea thn Bouth's "now
born r.eal for Immigration," and points
cut some serious errors Into which that
real might possibly bo misled.
Tho need of rresh labor In the South

Is, we believe, sufficiently apparent.
The great itulustrlnl development which
this section of tho world has lntoly un¬

dergone has left the negro somewhat fnr
afield. Tito _·,?\? York Sun wna recently
authority for the statement that the 13ft-
mthghnm district was In need of 20,000
men; tliat many of tho cotton factories,
were running at a fraction of their full
...pillili," capacity, through lack ,of ope¬
ratore; ami that Southern businesses gen¬
erally, both manufacturing nnd agricul¬
tural, as Is well known to bo tho case,
were suffering troni the sumo cause. It
is none the less true, however, that it
would bo more profitable to go on strug-.
Kling under those difficulties thnn to
ciento thoso new ones which would in¬
evitably follow upon a genernl letting
down of tho bars, anil Ilio indiscriminato
welcoming of a hordu of undesirable Im¬
migrants.
If tlie negro had proved himself of a

moro vigorous and industrious brood, tho
South woulil probably Und herself to-day
supplied with till the proud labor that she
needs. But tho negro is ns ho is. Only
? complication of tjie South's present
problems could result from an open In¬
vitation to low-grado foreigners, pos¬
sessing many of Ilio-defects wíiícli hnvo
made tho negro an Industrlnl failure.
The labor market would experience some

temporary relief from such an Invita¬
tion, but this advantage would bo trivial

wfeon compared with tho depressing ef¬

fect upon the country's future.
The South now stands practically at

the threshold of ¡? movement for new

population, and the principles which are

to govern this movement must bo for¬
mulated now. Tho South must strictly
look out for and protect hçrself. She
can hardly expect disinterested help from
the railroads, whoso obvious interest it
ls to-keep people moving, no matter who

they are or wáere they are going. She
can expect no disinterested help from
the large cities of the North and East,
who would naturally wish to unload upon
an outside district the least desirable
of their alien population. For the same

reason she can expect little help from
Dr. Adolfo Rossi, the Italian Royal Com¬
missioner of Emigration, who Is now in
New York examining into conditions of
the Italian settlers in this country. ' She
cannot even count on the public sp.'rlt-
edness of her own large employers,
who?e compelling impulse is to get their
own work done, as profitably as possi¬
ble, regardless, to a degree at least, o£
the character of labor they call in to

do it.
At ihe present moment, the South is

badly in need of new population to bear
a hand in the carrying on of her greatly
enhanced industry. But she does not
need them badly enough to throw dis¬
cretion to the winds. To men of tho

right stamp.thrifty, hard-working men,

physically fit and preferably with a lit¬
tle money.she Is waiting to give a cor¬

dial welcome·. "Thousands of Immigrants
of these most desirable classes," Eays
Professor Ward, "have recently been
brought into the South from the < West¬
ern and Northwestern States, and from
Northern Europe"; and he is'confident,
if the proper effort is made, that as many
more of them could be brought in a_s' we
care ? o take.
We have no doubt that the professor's

contention is absolutely sound. In any
case, it should bo-these or nothing. Tho
South as a whole can much bç-tter aíTord
to be labor-bound than to be Infested
and overrun with a swarm of third-
class aliens.

The Useful Side of Gossip.
We all decry gossip.In others. Yet wc

ull indulge in it and enjoy it. (There is
much evil in gossiping, evil subjective
and objective, evil to him (or her) who

acquires the habit "of telling disagreeable
tub.·« about one's neighbors, and evil to

ti,«.*.; who arc falsely accused, evil to

those whose shortcomings aro exagger¬
ated, evil to those whose Innocent indis¬
cretions are distorted into wrong doing
by goes!pere of suspicious mind.
And yet, gossip has its uses. It is In

one sense a normal agency, for it Is more

or less tho expression of public senti¬

ment, and public sentiment rules tiio
world. Society must havo Its code of

laws, but It has no legal mode of en,-

fcrelng them. It has no system of fines
¡«ml Imprisonment. It fnnnot eeud men

are now on exhibition in
our Hhow-iooiiis. We
huvo c-xijiiiHito deHlgtiH In
all the new fabric« for
street and evening wonr.

and earnestly; repent "and honestly turn

from the error ot their ways. Esecutiva
clemency Is usually extended freely and

gladly to thoso offender·, who show by
subsequent conduct that tlioy arc worthy
of It.

Tax Exemption.
Tue City Council of Bristol recently

adopted nn ordinance graining the prop¬
erty of ? certain rolling mill located In
a neighboring town exemption from lo¬

cal taxation for a term of·years on con¬

dition t|iu,t the plant be removed to

Bristol. Tho B'rlstol Courier opposed tho

ordinance on the ground that it was In
violation of tho Virginia Constitution aa

It Is. But Colonel S. V. Fulkerson makes

reply to the argument of the Courier that
a resolution of: the Council, like an act

of tho Legislature, is legal and blluUnj.
and that oilicers of the city must be

governed thereby until It is declared void

by tlie court. Colonel Fulkerson further

argues In behalf. of the action of the

Council that the ordinance is clearly in

tho interest of tax-payers and citizens

generally and that tho Council was,

therefore, right In adopting It.

However that may be, tlio Courier is

right and the Council Is wrong. Section
16S of Article 13 of the new Constitution
provides that "all property, except as

hereinafter provided, shall be taxable;
all taxes, whether'state, local or muni-'

cipnly shall be uniform upon the same

class of subjects within the territorial
limits of the authority levying the tax,

and shall be.levied and collected under

general laws." That is. a»:specillo'as the

English ianguôëé' c-il·' muke it and the

section was incorporated ili the consti¬
tution for the purpose oí preventing tax

exemption and all forms of tax discrimi¬
nation. Under *thc old constitution tlio

question was for a time in doubt and ln

some of the cities of\ho Commonwealth
exemption was offered as an Induce¬
ment to factory building. But as the

Courier says, the «lucstion was thorough¬
ly threshed out in the last Constitutional
Convention and the ordinance wus

framed in such a way as to remove all

doubt as to its meaning. Under the old

constitution it was provided that taxa¬

tion upon all subjects should bo c«iual
and uniform; under the new constitution
it Is provided that there may be different
rates of taxation upon different sub¬

jects; But it is also provided that taxes,

whether State, local or municipal, shall
be uniform upon the same class of sub¬

jects and shall be levied and collected
under the general laws. There cannot

be one rate for ono man and another ralo

for another man upon the same class of

property In the counties, cities or towns

of tills Commonwealth.
There may bo to Colonel Fulkerson

comfort ln tho argument that a resolu¬

tion of the Council is legal and binding
until It is declared void by a court, but

if any tax payer In Bristol should raiso

the question in court, there Is no shudow
of doubt that the exemption ordinance

under review would bo declared Illegal
and void, and any company which ac¬

cepts exemption under such an ordinance

will do so at Its own risk. Tho privilege
may be enjoyed for a timo, but whenever
the question Is raised in court, tho privi¬
lege will case and all back taxes will

bo collected,
This clause In the constitution was

adopted because It is right In principio
and because It is sound publie policy.
Taxation Is a .burden and all property of

tho same class should bear its fair pro¬

portion of tlie burden. That is a Demo-

oratili principie arid should bo tho in¬

variable rule of a Démocratie govern¬

ment. Otherwise the taxing power might
be used to help one man at the expense

of the other. We commend tho Bristol

Courier to? tho sensible and righteous
position which It has taken. The Courier

contend», and rightly ,»°. tluU *··°·'ß ls

a moral question involved, because den¬

unce of tlio law Is morally wrong, and

the Bristol ordinance' was conceived and

ndoptod In ilellnnco of the organic law

of Vlrginhi· If ibis wore a mere local

question wc should have nothing to

say about It, but tt Is more. ? violation

of any provision of t.be Constitution of

Virginia I« a question which concerne

the pcpplu of Hie entire State.
